REMARKS 

Claims 1-61 are all the claims presently pending in the application. 

Claims 1-61 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Ball 
et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,212,502) (hereinafter "Ball") and Tognazzini et al. (U.S. Patent No. 
5,886,683) (hereinafter "Tognazzini"). 

Applicant files herewith an unexecuted Declaration under Rule 37 C.F.R. $ 1.131 . 
thereby rendering moot the prior art rejection under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) in which the 
Examiner asserts the present invention is unpatentable over Ball in view of Tognazzini. 
Specifically, the present invention was known to the inventors prior to the March 23, 1998 
filing date of U.S. Patent Application No. 09/047,160 (e.g., now U.S. Patent No. 6,185,534 to 
Ball et al).
